‘prison, and as in thie case their duties have | 
been widely diecuesed it may be well to wet 0 
shortly what their legal position ies It is 
defined in 40 and 41 Victoria, chapter 21, sec-. 
tions 18 and 14. Their duties are to be con- 
fined to duties set out for them by the Home 
Office rules. Subject. to this, section 14 oon- 
tinues: The members of such committee 
sha li from time to time and at frequent in- 
tervals vieit the prison for which they are 
appointed, and hear any complaints which may 
be made to them by the prisoners, and, if 
They shall report on any 
abuses within the prison, and also on any re- 
pairs which mag be urgently required in the. 
prison, “and chall further take ‘cognisance ‘of 
any mattere of pressing necessity and within 
the powers of their” conimiesion a justices, 
and do euch acts and perform euch duties in 
relation to a prison as they may be required 
to do or perform by the ‘Secretary of State. 
“Tf the prison rules are read with this eec: 
tion it will be seen that the main duties of 
visiting ~ justices are to visit gaole, check 


abuses, hear complaints, inspect diete, perma, 


vieits, assist the Commiesionere in the 
educational,” industrial, and religious work of 
the prison. Their sole judicial duty is to ad- 
judioate on the report of the governor in cuses 
of mieconduct and idleness. Broadly speaking,

gaol. They have no duties or powers in the
